The firſt creation of a Duke in England was by 1 
charter, dated March 13, 1337, by King Edward III. 
in favour of his fon Edward, ſurnamed the Black Prince, 
wherein he was declared Duke of Cornwal!, to hold to 
himſelf and his heirs, Kings of England, and to their 
fir{t-born ſons; by virtue of which the eldeſt ſon of the 
King of England is Duke of Cornwall on his birth. 


The Farldom of Cheſter was a creation by letters patent 


by Henry III. in 1247, and annexed to the eldeſt ton 8 
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the King of England for ever. Prince Edward, his eldeſt 
ſon, was created Earl thereof, and the title has been en- 
joyed by all his ſucceſſors. 


The title of Prince of Wales was firſt conferred upon 
Prince Edward, the infant ſon of Edward I. in June 1284, 
on the reduction of the Britiſh Prince Llhewelyn, and the 
incorporation of his principality with England; ever 
ice which time the principality has always been under 
the government of the Engliſh 3 and notwithſtanding the 
title of Prince of Wales has been ſeveral times merged in 
the crown, yet it was never beſtowed but on the heir to 
tie throne, 


As preſumptive heir to the Crown of Great Britain, he 
is Hereditary Steward of Scotland, Duke of Rotheſay, 
Farl of Carrick, and Baron of Renfrew ; titles ſettled in 
1399, by Robert III. King of Scotland, on the Prince 
his eldeſt ſon, perpetually appropriating thoſe titles to the 
ſuture princes of Scotland, as toon as born; and from 
the acceſſion of James I. they have been continued to the 
Prince of Wales in Great Britain,
